County 5% 
Offer on Tax 
Withdrawn 
Action Postpones 
Uniform Sales 
Tax Indefinitely 
On a 3-2 vote, the Board of 
Supqyvisors this week withdrew 
its offer to Invoke a uniform 
sales tax law with the cities 
paying over five per cvnt of 
their revenues to the county 
government. 


The board’« action was taken 
on the prodding of a Farm Bu­ 
reau committee which main­ 
tained that tlw county should 
settle for no less than a JO per 
cent split of tt»e city revenues. 
While the supervisors rescind­ 
ed action did not specifically state 
so, the inference was that they 
would

The supervisors' offer on a five 
per cent split was made several 
months ago and the city councils 
of Lompoc, Santa Maria, and 
Guadalupe agreed to it.
